Three suspected Com- 
munists were taken from the 
big Dar el-Hillal publishing 
house, a private concern. 

Today “Al Mesaa,.” “Rose 
el-Yussef,” Al Sha’ab” and 
other erstwhile champions of 
Egyptian radicalism docilely 
toe the anti-Communist line 
dictated by Nasser. Their 
thrusts at Communism, par- 
ticularly the Soviet Union, 
are much less virulent, how- 
ever, than the diatribes of 
“Al Akhbar” and “Al Ahram.” 
The owners of the wealthy 
old papers genuinely abhor 
Communism. and rejoice at 
the end of Nasser’s honey- 
moon with Moscow.

Anti-Communism has 
meant rising circulation in 
Egypt and the rest of the 
Arab world for the giants of 
the Cairo press. Weekly 
“Akhbar el-Yom” (circulation 
254,000) and daily “Al-Akh- 
bar” ‘circulation 157,000) are 
limited in their expansion 
only by a newsprint shortage 
arising from Egypt's dearth 
‘of foreign exchange.
